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ORDINANCE NO. 94-03 


AN ORDINANCE OF. THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING THE 1989 PALM BEACH COUNTY 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED, AMENDING THE THOROUGHFARE 
RIGHT-OF-WAY IDENTIFICATION MAP AND THE 
TRAFFIC CIRCULATION ELEMENT; PROVIDING FOR 
REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 
on August 31, 1989, in Ordinance No. 89-17; and 

WHEREAS, Chapter 163, Florida Statutes, provides procedures 
for amending an adopted comprehensive plan; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County staff had initiated an 
amendment to the Thoroughfare Right-of-Way Identification Map of 
the Comprehensive Plan at the request of the City of Palm Beach 
Gardens in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the 
public of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
public hearings on October 21, 1992 and December 2, 1992, to review 
the proposed amendment to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan 
and made recommendations regarding the proposed amendment to the 
Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 
163, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Florida Statutes, on December 14, 
1992, to review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, 
whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal 
of proposed changes to the Department of Community Affairs for 
review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received Department of Community 
Affairs "Objections, Recommendations and Comments (ORC) Report" 
dated April 19, 1993, which was the Department's written review of 
the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 

WHEREAS, on June 14, 1993, the Palm Beach County Board of 


County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
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ORC Report submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 
consider adoption of the amendments and adopted the amendment 
deleting Jog Road (Ryder Cup Boulevard) from the Thoroughfare 
Right-of-Way Identification Map; and 

WHEREAS, aS a result of DCA's Notice of Intent to find the 
amendment not in compliance, dated August 9, 1993, Palm Beach 
County entered into a compliance agreement with DCA and several of 
the intervenors in the case; and 

WHEREAS, DCA executed the compliance agreement on February 3, 
1994, and by the terms of the agreement Palm Beach County must 
adopt the remedial amendments provided in the compliance agreement 
within 60 days; and 

WHEREAS, the adoption of this amendment in accordance with the 
compliance agreement will bring this amendment into compliance. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 


Part I. Amendment to the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive 


Plan 





An amendment to the Thoroughfare Identification Map and 
Traffic Circulation Element of Palm Beach County 1989 Comprehensive 
Plan is hereby adopted. 

The amendment to the map and the element is attached to this 
ordinance as Exhibit 1. 

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 


Part IV. Inclusion in the Code of Laws and Ordinances 





The provision of this ordinance shall become and be made a 


part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
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Florida. The sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
the following:

Act (Act) by the Department of Community Affairs, or being found in 
compliance with the Act by the Administration Commission as 
provided in Section 163.3189(2), Fla. Stat. (Supp. 1992).
